father was the late Edmond S. Doty, 
of Mifflintown, Juniata county, and| o £ Shedon, was killed while learning 


to be an aviator, at Welsh, that state 
was one of the noted lawyers in cen- 
tral Pennbylvama in his day. Judge 
Doty was born in 
Mifflintown 
and 


educated in the common schbols of 
his native town and later was grad- 
uated with honors from Lafayette 
college in the class of 1870. 


Active as Democrat 
' 


An active Democrat, he served as 


Democratic county chairman in 1880 
and 1887. 
A man of magnetic per- 


sonality, the deceased judge was al- 
ways the one Democrat able to carry 
Republican Westmoreland county by 
a good majority for himself, when a 
candidate for a judicial election. 


Judge Doty was elected president 


judge of all of the Westmoreland 
'courts to 
succeed 
the late 
Judge 


James A. Hunter m 1889 and re- 
elected in 189-9 and again in 1909. 
During Judge Dotv's long service on 
the bench, here, he presided over the 
trial of many noted cases, and his 
rulings were seldom reversed by the 
supreme and superior courts. 


Was High Mason 


Judge Doty was a member of the 


several Masonic bodies in Greens- 
burg. He was also a Phi Beta Kappa 
man. 
A lifelong member of the First 


Presbyterian church and was a rul- 
ing elder for many years and in 1908 
was elected moderator of the Blairs- 
ville Presbytery, the oniy layman in 
the Presbyterian so honored. 
He 


was a brother of the late Hon. E. S. 
Doty, of Bedford and Oscar S. Doty, 
formerly of Everett.

AIDES OF KAISER, 


SAYS MR. HEINZ 


Hot Shot For Slackers Who 


Seek to Protect Themselves 


When Famine Menaces. 


SUGAR CRISIS IS 
REACHED 


We Must Cut to One-half of Normal 


Use if Actual Exhaustion of Stock 
is to Be Avoided. 


"The sugar hoarder in the private 


family is not only a slacker, but is 
actually helping the kaiser to win the 
war," is the emphatic declaration of 
Howard Heinz, Federal Food Admin- 
istrator for Pennsylvania. 


"Everyone knows there is a short- 


age of sugar," he said, "yet the selfish 
and thoughtless are shopping around, 
trying to avoid the Food Administra- 
tion's regulations and advlc". No red- 
blooded American, knowing the facts, 
can be guilty of going contrary to Mr. 
Hoover's voluntary rationing system. 


"Public opinjon must stop laxness 


on the part of anyone. Sugar Is an' 
Important food; it Is essential to 
health, b'(f if £ach Individual, in this 
country thinks that their little bit 
of saving amounts to nothing, and 
continues to use it at normal rate, 
this country will have a sugar famine 
Inside of sixty days. 


"The idea of rationing the chewing 


gum trade, the confectioner, the soft- 
drink manufacturer, and all others 
who have been given only a small per- 
centage of their present rate of con- 
sumption, will not make up the great 
deficit that we are facing. It will 
take the savings of every Individual 
family to the amount of 50 per cent 
of their normal consumption. 


"Hotels and restaurants are limit- 


ed to three-pounds per person lor 
every ninety meals served, which is 
a little more than one-half ounce per 
meal per person. If they exceed this 
ration they will soon be" without sugar. 


Country Has Had Warning. 


"Every effort has been made by 


Mr. Hoover in Washington, and the 
Pennsylvania 
Administration, 
for 


weeks past, by means of newspaper 
warnings and circulars to the trade, 
to call the attention of the public 
to the seriousness of the situation. 
The recent ruling regarding sugar 
certificates was one of the first dras- 
tic results of the shortage. 
It now 


seems apparent th^ certificates alone 
will not produce the full results. 


"The situation is squarely up to the 


consumer. 
Unless every housewife 


conserves her sugar supply and ad- 
heres rigidly to the rule of not more 
than 3 pounds per person per month, 
there will not be enough sugar to meet 
the demands lor canning and preserv- 
ing when the height of the season \n 
reached. In other words, unless the 
people bring themselves to a war-time 
ration during July there will be no 
sugar for them in August. 


"More than this; not only must we, 


for the sake of our national health 
and safety, take care of the fruits 
and vegetables this summer for the 
coming year's supply, but we must 
save s%par for our boys In the trench- 
es, and as far as possible eke out the 
scanty supply of our allies. 


"There are substitutes for bread, 


for beef, apd for other necessities, 
but there are no substitutes 
for 


sugar.

OLD METHOD OF TRANSPORT] 


Raft as Used in America Today Has 


Its Counterpart in Every Coun- 


try In the World. 


"The raft has been used for centu- 


ries for carrying various cargoes." 
writes Day Allen Willey in St. Nicho- 
las. 
"It carried Egyptian cotton on 


the Nile; it is in service on the Kongo 
river in Africa and the Ganges in In- 
dia ; but the raft which is its own 
cargo is that composed of logs—a 
method of water transportation that 
originated in Nova Scotia a half cen- 
tury ago. 


"Tree trunks cut from Nova Scotia 


forests were moved on wooden rollers 
to one of the harbors, where the logs 
were piled in layers and bound to- 
gether with twisted wire rope. 
The 


raft was to be taken1 to a lumber mill 
on New York harbor, where the logs 
were to be cut into timber for building 
purposes. To haul the raft while on 
the sea, one end of a heavy wire rope 
was fastened to its bow, the other was 
secured to the rear deck of a steam 
tugboat It started on its ocean jour- 
ney, but never reached its destination, 
for a gale of wind sprang tip, the tow- 
ing rope parted, and the raft drifted 
out to sea. Later, some of the logs 
were found washed ashore on the Nor- 
wegian coast. 


"In the Northwest the transportation 


of lumber in rafts is very extensive. 
They are of enormous dimensions, in 
shape closely resembling a cigar, hav- 
ing Its greatest number at the middle 
and tapering to a point at both ends. 
While these rafts are of varying sizes, 
the smallest usually contains at least 
five thousand pieces of timber, ranging 
from 80 to 110 feet in length and from 
two to nearly five feet in diameter at 
the butt. 


"Consequently, some of the rafts 


made in this peculiar fashion are near- 
ly as long as the largest transatlantic 
liners, measuring no less than 650 feet 
from end to end."

INTERMEDIATE,

Prayer ought to be a matter of great 


concern to every believer (Psalms 145: 
18). 


Prayer is a matter but little under- 


stood by Christians; in fact, only as 
divine aid is given can we really pray. 
The range of prayer is from the 
depths of the soul to the very 
thoughts of God. There was some- 
thing about the praying of Jesus that 
so impressed the disciples that they 
requested him to te.ach them to pray 
(Luke ll':l). We nowhere read of 
them asking him to teach them how 
to preach. Praying is more important 
than preaching. No one is fit to teach 
or preach who does not know how to 
pray. May each one enroll at once 
in the school of prayer with Christ as 
our teacher. He Is a most willing and 
capable teacher. In response to the 
disciples' request he outlines the fol- 
lowing principles of prayer: 


1. The Right Relationship of the One 


Praying (Luke 11:2). 


!5~ordfSr~to "prSy" to God, the sup- 


pliant must be a child of God. 
G>pd 


is a father; his gifts and blessings are 
for his children. 
This relationship 


can only be entered into through re- 
generation. Not all men have a right 
to say, "Our Father" when address- 
ing God. Only those who are children 
of God by faith in Jesus Christ can 
so address him. It is not only profess- 
ing to be children but living like God's 
children. 
Children have rights and 


privileges which are denied to others. 


2. Fraternal—"Our Father." 
God has more than one child. His 


children are bound up together in na- 
ture and interests. Even in our se- 
cret prayer we should address him as 
Our Father, which is a recognition of 
the interests of others, alongside of 
ours. 
" . 


II. The Right Attitude In Prayer 


(Luke 11:2). 


1. Reverent adoration. 
As children we have certain priv- 


ileges, and yet holy reverence becomes 
us. We should hallow his name; we 
should adore him as the eternal God. 


2. Loyalty. 
When praying to God we should 


come with the spirit of loyalty which 
cries out "Thy kingdom come." 


3. Submission—"Thy will be done." 
We should have no will of our own 


regarding the rule of God. We should 
let him direct us in all things. 


III. The Right Spirit (Luke 11:3-8) 
1. Dependent Faith—"Give us our 


daily bread" (v. 3). 


We should realize that not only 


what we have, but life itself is ours 
to enjoy because of him, and that he 
is able to do for us exceedingly abun- 
dantly above all that we ask or think. 


2. Penitence and Love—"Forgive us 


our debts" (v. 9). 


We should come to him realizing 


that we have sinned, and cry unto him 
for forgiveness. Our hearts should 
be so filled with love for others that 
we will forgive those who sinned 
against us as God is willing to for- 
give us. 
' 


3. Holiness and Caution—"Lead us 


not into temptation" (v. 4). 


Because we are God's children and 


realizing the depravity of our natures, 
and the consequent tendency to prac- 
tice that which displeases him, we 
should shrink from that which, if In- 
dulged in, would dishonor him. 


4. Intercessory (vv. 5, 6). 
The man who asked for bread did 


not ask for himself, but for a friend. 
Prayer which pleases God is unselfish 
in its requests. 


5. Perseverance (vv. 7, 8). 
Prayer which pleases God and gets 


results is importunate, perseveres un- 
till the object is achieved. 


IV. Encouragement to Pray (Luke 


11:9-12). 


1. God's promise (vv. 9, 10). 
True prayer cannot fail of an an- 


swer, because God definitely promises 
that every one that asketh receiveth, 
he that seeketh findeth, and to him 
that knocketh it shall be opened. 


2. The example - of an- earthly fa- ' 


ther (vv. 11-13).

on kitchen waste alone—not in these 
days of patriotic conservation—but 
you can make waste material go a 
long way In the hen ykrd. With egg 
prices at high tide, it will not pay to 
skimp in feeding the layers, but using 
all the kitchen garbage, and left-overs 
available will help reduce the amount 
of grain needed.' 


Scraps of meat, or left-over vege- 


tables which cannot be utilized in 
any other way, make excellent chicken 
feed. There are also many other waste 
products, such as beet tops, turnip 
tops, carrot tops, potato peelings, 
onion peelings, watermelon rinds, the 
outside leaves of cabbage, waste let- 
tuce leaves, bread and cake crumbs 
and so on, all of which are relished by 
the hens. In saving the scraps from 
the waste it is well to separate the 
portions adapted to feeding and place 
them in a receptacle or pail by them- 
selves. 
Decomposed waste material 


or moldy bread or cake should never 
be saved to feed to the hens, as it is 
harmful to them. Slop material such 
as dishwater should not be thrown in 
with the other waste for the flock. 
It is also useless to feed such things 
as banana peel or the skins of or- 
anges, as these have little or no food 
value. Any sour milk which .is not 
utilized in the house should be fed 
separately, however, either by allow- 
ing the hens to drink it or by allow- 
ing it to clabber on the back of the 
stove and then feeding it in that con- 
dition.

Hens do not like dry mash so well 
that they are likely to overeat.

good dry mash may be made of equal 
parts by weight of cornmeal, wheat 
bran, bran middlings and beef scrap. 
Fish scrap 'when available may re- 
place the beef scrap or cottonseed 
meal may be made to replace one-half 
of the beef scrap in the mash. 


The hens should have access at all 


times to a supply of grit or stones 
of a size small enough to be swallowed 
readily. Grit is used by the hens to 
help in grinding in their gizzards the 
hard grains which they eat. A supply 
of ordinary gravel will answer the 
purpose of grit very well. Crushed 
oyster or clam shells also should be 
given to the hens and be kept before 
them at all times. If this is withheld 
the hens are likely to lack sufficient

To break a hen of broodiness 
she should be confined to a small coop, 
preferably with a slat bottom.
